A  study  is  already  under 
way  regarding  the  creation  of  an  academic  base  for  the  College;  work  on  this  will 
also  continue. 
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Much  remains  to  be  done.     Not  only  will  we  have  to  continue  our 
efforts  in  areas  already  initially  explored,  but  we  must  develop  other  activities 
to  the  full  limit  of  our  potential  in  accordance  with  the  desires  and  needs  of 
our  members. 

We  have  made  a  good  start:     that  is  pleasing.     We  have  far  to  go: 
that  is  challenging.
